Had One Account Fer Ontario Bank 
“and One For Himself — Dealings 
With Marshall, Spader & Co. To- 
taled $30,000—Money Paid on Nov. 
10, 1905—Sheres Turned Over to 
the Bank of Montreal, 


New York, Jan. 3.—The Ontario 
Bank commission continued its en- 
quiry. among the New York. brokers 
yesterday. At the office of Marshall, 
Spader & Co. the press were excluded. 

W. B. Spader said his firm dealt 
with Charles McGill through Spader & 
rerkion: members ae the New York 

Exchange. account, tola!- 
ing $30,000, was in McGill's name 
alone. They issued cheques out to him 
ele nothing of the Ontario 


Oliver Hart of the stock brokerage 
firm of Charles Head & Co. of Brond- 
way was examined. He said that the 
firm had two accounts with Charles 
McGill; No, 1 representing a syndi- 
cate, as he had n told, and the 
second ‘in the name of the Ontario 
Rank. ‘The first account, he said, 
dealt generally in margins, the second 
started as a cash investment account, 
but worked into a speculative accownt, 

He said the account of C. McGill 
was opened March 9, 1903, and ended 
Nov. 10, 1905. The Ontario Bank ac 
count opened April 23, 1906, and 
closed Oct. 24, 1206. 

Mr. Hart said the firm would call 
or margins as needed. On Nov. 10, 
1905; he-said-McGill was paid: $1,¢27.- 
54, and:in the other account he was 
paid $312.81. Mr. Hart said the Rank 
of Montraal gave the firm instructions 
te dispose ‘of the latter account. 

“I don’t think,” remarked Mr, 
Hart, “that McGill converted any of 
thia money to his own use.”* 

Mr. Hart was not able to offer any 

explanation of the Buckingham and 
Seagram cheque. He had. explained 
a moment before that the $16,000 was 
composed of two cheqyes, one for 
$10,000 was paid over to Buckinghain, 
Seagram & Co., endorsed by Mr. Mo- 
Gill, who turned it over to C. Head 
& Co., and the cheque came back to

MUSKRAT BUILDERS. 


‘The House Im the Meadow and Hew 

it Is Constructed. 

I have alwayy been told that :musk- 
rat houses *meag.a severe winter. In- 
stead of a‘sign of coll weather, the 
Muekrat house means simply that one 
or more muskrats have chosen to live 
io the low nieacow or at the shallow 
head of the pond, where there {sno 
change to burrow underground and 
have a bedroom that cannot be flooded 

; by the high tides of winter. 

These same muskrats, along the sterp 
banks of a river, would tunnel Into the 
earth and there dig a bedroom out of 
reach of the highest flood. They do not 
always succeeed, however, as they are 
often washed out of thelr winter beds 
by spring freshets. 

The house In the meadow is usually 
bullt over a tall, stout tussock, whose 
Grassy top forms the bed. This fs dom- 
ed over, making a large room big 
enough for one or for half a dozen, ac- 
coniing to the number of muskrats 
sharing the work. At.least two open- 
Ings or dives lead from the bed Into 
open water at the foot of the tussock, 
And this water never freezes. When 
ice forms outside, the, warmth of the 
muskrats’ bodies ix sufficient to keep 
the doors free, throngh which the 
dwellers shoot at Instant alarm, for 
these passages lead Into winding bur- 
Tows and waterways that run far out 
throngh the rich, rooty meadow.—Coun- 
try Life In America,

In 
two holes made tn that part the two 
tines of a special key’ are Inserted and 
the globe Is then turned, lke the knob 
of a stem winder, The barrel is In the 
center of the globe and turns once er 
ery twenty-four hours, It drives a pipe 
whose extremity projécts through the 
north pole of the sphere and carries a 
hand ornamented with a sun. At the 
lower end of this tube the weight 35 
Attached, which givea the desired [n- 
clination to the globe. ‘\ 

This weight is designed to keep the 
hand constaatly'in the same place and 
to compel the sphere, which is free, to 
turn In its stead In the opposite direc 
tion.

Cashier MeLear was sitting at his 
desk at the time, and his body was 
badly maneled. The bomb-thrower’s 
body was torn sto pieces, 

Vaults Were Onen. 

At the time the explosion occurred 
all the vaults were open, books were 
piled on desks and Papers of all sorta 
of value were lying on desks prepara- 
tory for being put away for the day. 
The explosion devastated the interior 
of the banking room. Glass and wood. 
en partitions wege wrecked and level- 
led to the ground as though a cyclone 
had xwept througn the place. Deaks 
were ruined and iron bars were twist- 
ed, in fact there was hardly an ob 
ject left intact in the room. Of all 
the persons in the room, at least ten, 
all of them clerks were hurt, two of 
them probably fatally. Three of the 
injured were sent to the hospital. 

The explosion threw every one in 
the banking room to the floor and for 
® moment they were dazed. Many of | 
them, not knowing what. had hap- 
pened and fearing that the building, 
which is an cight storey structure, 
was falling, made a rush for the door, 
Mr. Rushton among them. 

President's Escane. 

After President, Rushton. bal reeoy- 
ered himself ke told what had hap- 
pened and a search for the Lomb- 
thrower was made. At the moment 
it was xuppored he had not been | 
killed, but in taking out the 
Cashier Melear and looking for other 
deal portions of a body were found 
that plainly indicated that the man 
had been blown to pieces. 

The escape of President Rushton 
was almost marvellous, for the damago 
is great in his office. The ceiling over 
his desk is bespattered, and under a 
pile of wreckage in one corner of tho 
Office was found the head and should- 
ors of the bumb-thrower as well as 
his overcoat.

Dead Ivory, 
Tho idea that inn: -ecrable elephants 
are shot to supply the market with lvo- 
ry is incorrect, as the majority is what 


is known as dead«tvory—that is, tusks |, 


of animals that hare dicd from natural 
causes‘in tbe bush, many of them per- 
haps centuries ago. Climatic and oth- 
er Influences cause the color of the 
ivory to vary from pure white to dark 
brown. The lftter, howercr, 1s only a 
surface discoloration that can be re 
moved by scraping. Climate, however, 
affects the substance to a very great 
degree, rendering some hard and brit- 
tle and in other cases increasing the 
Uabliity to crack and split. Some of 
tho ivory that arrives from the north- 
erm part of central Africa 1s exposed 
to the sun throughout Ita long journey 
on camels across the desert and has to 
be bound up in rawhide to protect It 
and prevent It from splitting. Triding 
as a defect in the surface may appear 
to the uninitiated, It may roveal to the 
expert the presence of disease within 
or may enormously reduce the value of. 
the tusk by rendering It ansultable for 
some particular class of work.

President Derbyshire Reviews Year's 
Work in Butter and Cheese, 

Ottaway Jan. 10.—The Eastern ‘On- 
terio Dairymen'a Assocation opened 
yesterday morning, D. Derbyshire, 
M.P.. president, in the- chair, 

In his annual address Mr. Derby- 
shire pointed out that during lest year 
there wns not as much milk produced 
ax in 1905 owing to the shortage of 
pastures, but in view of all the edu- 
casonal advaptages within the reach 
of @ainymen better results should 
heve been obtained, - 

The quantity of cheese made was 
about 100,000, but the exports of but- 
ter hed fallen behind to the extent 
of ubout 180,000 packages. The esti- 
tated value of cheese, butter and 
bacon exporta was $46,500,000, and 
adding to this sym the domestic con- 
stuiption of these articles in wauld 
sive a total value of $101,000,000. This 
was about $6,000,000 in excess of the 
dear previous.

Death of the Late Persian Monarch 
Will Leave No Stir In European 
Polltico—Nor Will There Be Inter- 

‘ nal Troubles, as the Persian 
ple Are Deveted to the Present Dy- 
nasty—British Fully In Touch. 


*. Teheran, Jan. 10.—The enthrone- 
ment of jhe new Shah, Mohammed 
All Mirza, has. been fixed for the’Cha- 
dir Festival, the festival of the lake, 
which will be celebrated on Feb. 2. 
This date is regarded as voty aus- 
Picious, being the anniversary of the 
day upon which the prophet, stand- 
ing at the side of the Inke, proclaimed 
that Mohammed Ali Mirza was his 
own fiesh and blood. 

Almost immediately after the offi- 
cial announcement of the death of the 
Shah yesterday morning, Mohammed 
AH Mirza proceeded to the palace, 
where he was formally acknowledged

as Shah by the grand vizier and other 
princes_of-the royal family, and by a 


-farge numberof high court and Guv- 


ernment officials. 

Late yesterday the body of the dead 
monarch was removed, with imposing 
ceremonials to the “Great Kakich,”’ 
where it will remained until its actual 
interment. The date of the’ obse- 
quies hes not yet been fixed. a 

A Picturesque Ruler. 

London, Jan, 10.—The ‘death .of the 
Shah of Persia removes a picturesque 
tuler, who was well known to west- 
ern Europe owing to his frequent 
visits, particularly to France. During 
the visit @f 1905 the Shah and his 
suite made a dazzling appearance on 
the boulevard and in the music halls 
of Paris. They were treated as na- 
tional figures, and popular enthu- 
sinsm was marked owing to the Shah's 
good nature and lavish charity, At 
that time his majesty looked bld and 


feeble. Ho invariably wore a royal 
costume with richly embroidered coat 
and fee, * 


The Shah‘s death comes at a time 
when European Governments are en- 
gaged in an effort to strengthen their 
position in Persians The struggle is due 
to the geographical position of Persia 
as.a buffer between India and Rus- 
sin’s southern poasexsions, stretching 
toward the Persian Gulf. Still an- 
other international factor has recently 
been introduced by Germany's com: 
mercial and railway activity along 
the Persian Gulf. : 

Strongly Pro-Russlan. 

The Shah was strongly pro-Russian, 
and as a result Russian influence had 
been predominant at Teheran. An 
Anglo-Russian understanding has re- 
cently been negotiated and the an- 
nouncement of its terms is considered 
imminent. By this ogreement Great 
Britsin and Russian will ceaso their 
tivalry over Persia and unite in a 
joint policy. 

A leading Persian official here in an 
interview yesterday said he did not 
believe that internal trouble would 
follow the Shah's death, ox the peo- 
ple are devoted to the _present-dynas- 
ty. Foreign controversics are not an- 
ticipated. 

The British Foreign Office is in 
touch with the situation. Exchanges 
of views betweon Russian and Great 
Britain have brought about complete 
accord, by which they will net together 
in a crisis to maintain the statua quo. 
Consequently no fear is ontertained 
that any other power will try to dis- 
arrange the existing political condi- 
tions,

Ottawa, Jan. 10.—There wns a fair 
attendance when the House convened 
at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon and 
ome filty questions were answered 
by the Ministry, the information, as 
a rule being already published in the 
blue books. :

“That in the opinion of this House 
more effective legislative provision 
should be made for the prevention 
and settlement of disputes between 
employers and workmen, to the ‘end 
that strikes and lockonts, somotimes 
resulting in loss of life, and always 
entailing privation and suffering, may 
be prevented; that a eclect committee 
of nine be appointed to enquire into 
the matters, ‘aforesaid, and to con- 
sider and report what further enact- 
menjs are desirablo or necessary.” 

Mr. Borden’ spoke at considerable 

| length, snd his address was thought- 

{ul and to the point, Strikes for years 
pest had been frequent and costly in 
Canads, They had brought with them, 
not only financial loss to employer 
and employe, bet they had, st times, 
provoked disorder which called for the 
intyrpasition of troops. 

He did not think that the Concilia- 
tion Act had amounted to much. Some 
strikes had been settled by the act 
and goo? offcca of Mackenzie King, 
} but these settlements had been due 
| to his personality rather than to any 

purticalar legislation. 

The futility of the conciliation act 
had been shown Inst summer when 
the Buckingham strike, involving hu- 
man life, had raged within a few 
miles of the capital, The strike re- 
cord for five years showed 104 in 1901, 
123 in 1902, 160 in 1903, 103 in 1904 
and 87 in 1995. In 1900 there had 
sbeen serious labor troubles, and the 
Lethbridge strike had exposed the peo- 
ple of Saskatchewan to a fuel famine, 
which fbreatened the lives. of many 
citizens . 

Inapiw Zealand the Governnient 
retained coal lands, and it was al- 
ways prepared to take over and oper- 
ate coal mines.

12 BODIES RECOVERED. 


Thought That Nearly a Score Were 
Consumed By White Hot Metal 
Thet Burst From Furnace. 


"itteburg, Pa..)Jan. U.—Partial in- 
vestigation to dpSrtain the number of 
fatalities at the Tliza furnaces of the 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Co., Limited, 
Wednesday night, when an accumula- 
tion of gas exploded, bursting the base 
of the large furnace and showering 
tons of molten metal over about forty 
men, waa completed last night, and 
“shows that the bodies of twelve men, 
horribly mutilated, have been recover- 
ed and from fifteen to twenty men are 
Dilastiiug. 

It is genierally believedl the bodies of 
thene were consuined by the white hot 
metal. Ten men are in hospitals ter- 
ribly burned. Four of they are ex- 
pected to die. It in doubt(#l whether 
the number of meu killed AUill ever be 
known. 

The condition of the injured ix piti- 
ful. A number have their eyes burned 
out, and others were so badly injured 
that amputation of limbs was neces- 
sary. 

Last night Deputy-Coroner Laidley 
said that one foreigner, apparently ao 
youth, became crazed by his injuries, 
and before he could be prevented, 
leaped into a pot of molten metal and 
was incinerated. >

AMENDMENTS 


Hon. Mr. Fielding Brings -Two 
Down in the Cormons. 


One Makes Dumping Clause Explicit 
In Its Application to Articles Other- 
wise Not Dutiable, While Other 
Exempts Binder Twine From the 
Dumping Duty—Petitions -Present- 
ed Against Duties on Steel and Iron 
Ottawa, Jan. 11.—In reply to a ques- 
tion by Leer La ber ny Fe is House 
yesterday, Sir urier stated 
‘that he had nothi directly 
from Mr. Hyman. He learned, 
however, that his condition of health 
was very sérious, almost critical. He 
hoped that under the circumstances 
that the House would not be impa- 
tient at farther delay. : 
In Committee on Tariff, 

_ The House went promptly into com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon and took 
up the tariff. Mr. Fielding presented 
an amendment to the dumping clause, 
so as to make it explicit in its appli- 
cation to articles not otherwise duti- 





Mr. Fielding said that the dumping 
duty did not apply to articles manu- 
factured in Canada. It was designed 
to prevent unfair competition. 

Mr. Bourassa thought that the Gov- 
ernment was going too far. “I was a 
moderate protectionist,” he declared, 
“Yong before this. Government was 
converted to protection. But 1 only 
favor a moderate tariff. If the Gov- 
ernment is going to swing from free 
trade to a high protective tariff I am 
not sure that-I-can:follow-theim.” 

R. L. Borden twitted the Govern- 
ment with having changed its posi- 
tion on the tariff. 

“We hare all changed our minds,” 
Mr. Fielding suggested. . 

Gerald White, North Renfrew, urged 
that the manufacturers of cream sep- 
arators be encouraged by permitting 
their business to be imported free of 
duty. 

Mr. Fielding promised to consider 
the matter, and intimated that he 
might bring down an amendment. 

Binder Twine Paap 

Another amendment proposed by 
Mr. Fielding was to exempt binder 
twine from the dumping duty. There 
is reciprocity just now between Can- 
ada and the United States. The Cana- 
dian mnnufacturer feared that tho 
dumping clause might be so construed 
by the United States custom oflicers 
as to keep out the twine from Canada, 

W, F. Maclean (South York) point- 
ed out that, if the farmer got any 
cheaper twine it was not to help him 
out, but to accommodate some manu- 
facturer. The dumping clause, as now 
Fielding, virtually 
put it in the power of the Govern- 
ment to lovy a duty upon anf article 
brought into Canada. 

Mr. Clements (West Kent) favored 
a duty on twine. Had twine been 
cheaper since it went on the free list? 
On the contrary, the price had gone 
up. 

Several petitions were presented to- 
day by Ontario members, including 
nix by the Minister of Customs, pro- 
testing against the duties on steel and 
iron. 

Feeble Statute. 

In committee upon a clause in the 
Liriff resolution, providing that the 

vernor-in-council may reduce the 
tariff upon any article of commerce 
as to which a combination is found 
to exist between the manufacturers 
or dealers thereof, at the expense of 
tho consumers. Mr. Maclean contrnat- 
el this fecble statute with the United 
States.

«Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in reply, said

by the National Government. The ex- 
ecutive Officers of these courts were 
provincial officers. It was up to each 
provincial Attorney-General to enforce 
thé law.

The Governor-in-Council . is an- 
thorized to impose an export duty 
not to exceed $10 jwr horse-powor, but 
this duty may be remitted ifthe pow- 
er company complies with the condi- 
tions of its Heense respecting the sup- 
ply to be furnished the home market 
and the prices to be charged therefor,

G.R,R,COCKBURN’STRIAL 


Bank President Cannot Verify 
Official . Reports.: 





Witness In Toronto Police Court 
Tris! Expresses Opinion That Mr. 
Cockburn Had to Trust Largely to 
the Honesty of His General Bana- 
ger—Neceived $4,003 Salary” and 
This May Have Legal Bearing. 


Toronto, Jan. 15.—The trial of 
George R. R. Cockburn, former presi- 
dont of the Ontario Bank, charged 
with signing false returns to the 
Government, began yesterday morn- 
ing before Colonel Denison. 

Colonel Denison read the informa. 
tion “alleging that the tlefendant, G. 
R. R. Cockburn, did “‘wilfully | sign 
false monthly returna of the Bank of 
Ontario for the use of the department 
at Ottawa.” Mr. Cockburn elected to 
be tried summarily and pleaded not 
guilty, 

“Ofcourse I se | send the ease for 
trial,” sid Colonel Denison. “I am 
not bound to decide upon the evi- 
dence.” is 

The first witness called was Frank 
HNPope, who drew up some of the 
statementa for the departinent at Ot- 
tawa. He told Acting Crown Attor- 
ney Bayley that he made up the Gor- 
emment returns in some of the 
menths last year. a 

The magistrate had in his posses- 
sion the statements signed by the de- 
fendant, during 1606. which were nent 
to Ottawa. His Worship asked ‘the 
Crown Attorney how many would be 
used, and Mr. Bayley replied that he 
wished to have them all put in. 

The witness identified the signature 
{ of G. R. R. Cockburn on the Govern- 
ment report of January last. He went 
over the report with Colonel Denison 
end pointed out that the item en- 
tered “current lonna in Canada” coa- 
tained moneys which should not hare 
been placed under that heading. His 
evidence was'lnrgely a rehash of that 
on in the MeGill case. He said 
that the sums sent to the brokers in 
New York were included undor the 
“current loans” in the report. All the 
reporta sent in to the Government last 
year contained the same error. The 
nmount of the lost moncy sent to 
brokers and covered by that method 
in the statements grew steadily every 
month Jast year until the failure of 
the bank took place. The defendant 
sicned all the reports.

RUSSIA'S BIG BUDGET 


New Loan Neceszary to Balance 
' Deficit of $120,100,000. 








Attacked By Russian Press—Bourse 
Garette's Strong Critique Declares 


Real Deficit ts $260,000,000—Con.” 


trasts Increased Receipts’ From 
Vodka Monopoly, $52,000,000, With 
Grant of $2,750,000 For Gducation. 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 15.—The pro- 
visional budget for 1907, showing that. 
it will again be necessary to resort to 
credit operations to balance the de 
ficit of $120,100,000 between the esti- 
mated receipts and expenditures, is 
attacked by the Russian press on all 
sides. Only The Novoe Vremya ia ai- 
lent. Radical papers devote their at- 
tention to the political features. 

The Bourse Gazette strongly criti- 
cizes the budget's figures, declaring 
that the doficit is almost ,000,000, 
adding that reliance on the old 6 
tem of “debauching the people with 
ulcohol instead of developing the econ- 
omic resources of the country” is the 
chief characteristic of the new bud- 

t 


get. 

Continuing, the newspaper points 
out that the only good showing made 
is in the increase of the revenue from 
the Vodka monopoly, from which $52, 
000.000 more than in 1906 ix expected, 
and contrasts this sum with the $2,- 
750,000 approprinted for the institution 
of universal education. appearing for 
the first time in a Russian budget. 
The slight excess of the ordinary in- 
come over the expenditures is” un- 
antisfactory because of the always ex- 
pectable unforeseen expenses. 

“Provisions for the payment of the 
War expenses and famine relief,” the 
newspaper adds, “eannot be avoided, 
bet Perliament must use the pruning 
shears remoreelessly on other items 
and cut every possible copeck in order 
to reduce the loan, 

“The published statements include 
two distinct sets of figures: First, 
the yearly caleujation of expenditurea 
hased on the preceding budget, in ad- 
ation to aie eneseniehie new ex- 
penditures--tor “which temporary: 
monthly creas are nssicned until the 
convocation of “Parlinment; second, 
the preliminary estimates to regulate 
the buvdct of 1907, which will be ef- 
(ective after the approval of Parlia- 
ment, with retroactive effect for the 
elapsed months. Parliament has the 
power to modify the variour items. 
The Liberals certainly will attempt to 
cut the increased sums assigned for 
the maintenance of the police and 
other instrnmenta of repression.”* 

The statement regarding the neces- 
sity for a new loan Caused surprise 
on recount of the repented semi-ofi- 
cial declarations that. a deficit was 
not contemplated in the new budget, 
but it is now explained that this, re- 
ferred to the regular and not to the 
extraordinary reevipta and expendi- 
ture. The deficit id -lmost exactly 
half that foreseen in 1906, amounting 
te £240,500,000,

Hamar Greenwood, M.P., Sends Des- 
patch to Colonial Office. 


London, Jan. 16.—The Colonial 

Office last night received confirmation 
of the terrible disaster which has 
overtnken Kingston, Jamaica, in a 
despatch from Hamar Greenwood, 
M.P., sent from Holland Bay, at the 
east end of the island. 
The telegram says that Kingston 
has been ruined by an cartiquake 
which occurred without warning Mon- 
day afternoon at 3.30.

The military hosnital was burned 
and forty soldiers are reported to have 
been killed, togetiter with several 
promingit citizens and many other of 
the inhabitanta of the city. 

Sir James Fergusson Killed. 

Sir Jamea Fergusson is reported to 
have been instantly~ killed. but no 
other Englishmen, Canadians or 
Americans are missing. 

The city is quiet, but disciplined 
workers are needed. 

The governor of the colony, Sir 
Alexander Swettenham, assisted by 
Sir Alfred Jones, is directing affairs. 

The steamer Port Kingston will 
leave Thursday with most of the mein- 
bers of the party who went out with 
Bir Alfred Jones to attend the agricul- 
tural conference. 

Breakdown of Cable.

Career of Dead Bzronet. 

‘Sir James Ferguson, who is report- 
ed jkilled at Kingeton, Ja:matca, left 
London for Jamaica the middie of De- 
cember. The Right Hon, Sir Jemes 
Ferguson, P.C., LL.D., D.LJ.P.. M.P., 
succeeded his father as sixth baronet 
in 1349. Bor at Edinbargh in 18% 
and received his early education at 
Rugby, afterwards entering University 
College, Oxford. In 1887 he ente: 
the army, and in the same year was 
appointed ‘ensign lentenant of the 
Grenadier Guards. He served through 
the whole of the Crimean campaign, 
including the battles of Alma and In- 
kerman, and the siege of Sebastopol. 
At tho battle of Inkerman he waa shot 
through the leg. © Whilst in j4~--Cri- 
mea ho was clected M.P. for Ayrahire 
in place of Col. Hunter Blair of the 
Scots’ Guards, who was killed at In- 
kerman. He retiréd from the army 
in 1656 with the rank of captain. His 
whole attention was then directed te 
politica, In 1867 he was defeated at 
tho bye-election and lost his seat. In 
1859 he contested Sandwich, but was 
defeated, In the following year he 
was re-elected for Ayrshire. He was 
appointed — Heutenant-colonel — com- 
manding the Royal Ayrshire Militia 
in 1453, and in 1863 he succeeded as 
governor and commanderin-chief of 
South Australia. From 1873 to 1875 
he cémmanded the troops in New 
Zealand, but. resigned the latter to 
re-enter the political arena. In this 
gear he contested Frome and after- 
wards in 1878 Greenock, and waa de- 
feated on both ocersiona, 

He was appointed governor of Rom- 
“bay in 1830. He held thig, office until 
1845, when he was elected to the For- 
eign Office. He afterwards became 
Postmaster-General. 

Injured Fill the Hospitals. 

St. Thomas, B. W. L, Jan. 16.—Ac- 
cording to further, though still mea- 
&r¢ details of the Kingston earthquake, 
received here, it would appear that 
the first report that the city had been 
“destroyed” was exaggerated. The 
firs which followed the shock was 
still burning. Tuesday morning, al- 
though it had been confined to certain 
linuts, 

A first count gives’ the number of 
dead at less than 100, and the number 
of wounded at several hundred, The 
hospitals are filled with injured per- 
xons. 

The principal hotel of Kingston 
(probably-the Myrtle Bank) and the 
other important buildings, hate been 
destroyed, and other houses in King- 
ston sustained considerable damage. 

The flames apparently were confined 
to the docks and the warchouse dis- 
trict. If this is so, only a amall por- 
tion of the city has been bumed over. 

No mention is made of the continu- 
ance of earthquake shocks.

It is estimated that 
100 persons have'beon killed and 1,000 
injured. The public offices ad hospi- 
tals are in rains. Among the killed 
are Sit James Fergusson, many prom- 
inent merchants and professional 
men, and a great many natives. There 
were no fatalities at the Constant 
Springa Hotel. The SO 4 quarter 
of Kingston is now a heap of amould- 
ering ashes. We are thankful that 
our party is all right,” . 

Relief Measures. 

The Colonial Office has instructed 
the Government authorities in Jamai- 
ca to take all the necessary steps to 
relieve the distress among the carth-

THE CHINESE FAMINE, 


Thousands of the Refugees Now In 
Danger of Smallpox. 

Shanghai, Jan. 17.—To the horrors 
of famine have been added an out- 
break of smallpox among the tofugees 
at Singkiang, necessitating the demo- 
lition of the mat sheds used to shel- 
ter thousands who have arrived there 
in search of food. 

Capt. Kirton, who was sent out by 
the relief committee to investigate i 
the situation, reports that 300,000 des- 
titute ‘persons have been driven -back 
towards their homes, and that terri- 
ble scenes are being enatted along 
the line of retreat. 

He estimates that a quarter of a 
million persons are likely to be doom- 
ed at Singkiang alone, and 400,000 at 
Antung, where small relief works have 
been started. Rat official records are 
senerally pucrile and amateurish.

“The bracing effect of a change of 
clothes Is well known.” says the 
Lancet. “Many a man Yeeling almost 
too fatigued after an arduous day's 
work to change his clothes finds him- 
self considerably refreshed when the 
change Is accomplished, and at the 
same Ume he experiences a fcoling of 
cleanlineg# and preparedness for his 
dinner, id good digestion invariably 
Walts on healthy appetite. “The chang- 
ing of clothes may even thus favor- 
ably affect nutrition. 

“Nor need the-changing of clothes 
be the exclusive luxury of the per- 
sons who dress for dinner. The hard- 
worked clerk, the shopkeeper, and 
the working man would all be better 
if they would cast off their work-a- 
day clothes and pvt on clean cjJothes 
for the evening meal after the day of 
toll Is over.

So ab- 
sorbent fs coffee, not only of moisture, 
but of gases and favors, that shippers 
of Brazilian coffee always stipulate 
that the sacks of fresh Itlo beans shall 
never be carricd on a steamer which 
has raw hides as any part of her cargo, 
These will taint the coffee more surely 
than anything else and render it unfit 
for use. The useful side of this quality 
of coffee is that in a sickroom a hand- 
fal or two of freah roasted and ground 
benns act as an excellent purificr and 
deodorizer.—Washington Post.

With Beth Health and -Comfort. 
Some of the Absurdities of the Pres- 
ent Masculine Style of Attire. 


- The necessity by which men feel co- 
erced of proving to the world that they 
wear white sbirts lies at the basis of 
all the difficulties of tho dress problem. 

Until the garment becomes extinct 
it Is hopeless to attempt the reform of 
men’s dress on the lines of health and 
comfort, ; see 

It will of course ultimately. disap- 
pear, for It is bat the mark of a stage 
in the evolution of dress, just as the 
yermiform appendix Is a useless evolu- 
tionary reninant In the body. - Bat the 
question Is whether we ought to await 
the slow course of evolution or to use 
our common sense andgabandon the 
ancient garment at once, 

Why do we wear white shirts? Ages 
ago It was only the wealthy who could 
afford to clothe themselves. in Mnen. 
The possession of linen underwear was 
then a mark of social position, and 
there was an obvious advantage In 
making public display of It, 

We may put down three-fourths of 
the discomfort of the hot aummer to 
the account of the starched shirt. It 
prevents tho very process devised by 
nature to keep the body cool—the evap- 
oration of sweat. In so far as it hin- 
ders this natural process In summer, 
the white shirt favors disease. But In 
winter It is a fruitful cause of Illness, 

In winter the mere wearing of @ 
white shirt would no doubt leave a 
man no better and no worse if he were 
content to wear St for his own satisfac- 
tion, But the curious law of evolution 
comes in and compels him to wear It 
In such a way as todo himself physical 
Injary. 

Wherever evolution Is at work it 
leaves vestiges—iiterally, footprints, 
Probably it is millions of years since 
the yermiform appendix became a use- 
Jess organ, but ft still survives. All 
evolutionary survivals appear to be 
harmful. |The appendix In the seat of 
appendicitix In the Inner corner of 
the eye there Ix the remnant of a once 
useful third tld, which vow only lodges 
dust and causes Irritation. 

‘The lord chancellor's wig was once a 
comfort in anclent drafty legislative 
chambers and now merely serves to 
make a sensible man look ridiculous 
and give him headaches, 

VYeople who drew up laws were long 
ago pald according to the number of 
words, but the multiplicity of words 
now only causes confusion, So the 
white shirt that was once a badge of 
wealth and culture, belng no longerfot 
value for that purpose, Is only a 
of discomfort and disease, 

It is necezaary to cut a plece out of 
the vext and the coat, Just over the 
most important organs of the body, In 
omer to prove to our neighbors that 
we wear white shirts. Consequently 
in the winter time we expose the lungs 
and the alr paxsuges to the cold wiud 
and the cold rain, 

From the polnt of view of health 
nothing could be more stupid. Bron- 
chitls Is one of the most deadly of all 
diseases In this country, Bronchitis is 
simply infammation of the bronchial 
tubes. This Inflammation is excited 
by a chill, a chilllug of that part of 
the body left exposed in order to sho 
that we wear white shirts, 

The white shirt, in fact, might ap- 
pear In the tables of the registrar gen- 
eral aw the cause of so many deaths, 
perhaps 100,000 a year. 

And does it really Improve a man's 
Appearance? By virtue of the associa- 
tion of Ideas It certainly does, Usual: 
ly men who do not wear white shirts 
are not given to cleanliness. The man 
who wears a white shirt washes bis 
face and hands and brushes bla clothes; 
hence when we see a white front and 
white cuffs we experience that pleas- 
produced by general 
neatuess of the person and clothing. 
But that a few square Inches of white 
clothing over the cheat makes a man 
look better 14 au absurd conclusion. 


The case for the white abirt has not 


a beg to stand upon, ~The garment’ 
uncomfortable, unbealthy and ‘unbe- 
comlug., And ag It has lost the only 
useful function It ever possesscd—that 
Is, Its symbolism of exceptional wealth 
—we ought to discard it altogether, 
The diMculties of this course are very 
great uo doubt. What we want ts an 
“antlwhite shirt society." which would 
agree to wear, from some prearranged 
date, a dress designed wholly with re 
garni for comfort, health and beauty.—

Protection & the Farmers 
s“We ¢an,” says one of the leading 
papers of the Laurier pagty, in) a 
condemnation of the policy of Protec. 
thon, “obtain no record of the number 
“of-farms that have been abandoned 
“or left untilled owing to the burden 
“of the tariff, while there are full 
“records of the Industries brought 
“into existence." Where’ are the 
farms left untilled or which have been 
abandoned? asks the Montreal Gaz. 
ettc.’ Take the provinces of Quebec 
and Ontario, for example. We know 
that it is in these two provinces thar 
the greater portion of the industrial 
Stewth promoted by the policy of 
protection has-taken place. We know 
‘that the many industrial centres of 
these two provinces have drawn hea- 
vily upon the surrounding country. 
We also know that there has been a 
Great exodus from them (Cntario in 
particular) of agricalturista to the 
Canadian Northwost. Yet what do the 
census figures show? That, despite 
this drain, in 1901 there were in these 
two provinces 249,$32 farms of 50 ac. 
res or more, as compared with °23.. 
420 in 1B81, an increase of 26,012. Mea. 
sured by popu'ation, in 1881 there was 
one form of 50 acres or mee for er. 
ery 16-70 persons, as compared with 
one for every 15.36 in 1901. This isa 
siight decrease, but if the urban popu. 
lation of the two large cities, Mont. 
real and Toronto, be deducted, it will 
be ecen that where in 1881 there wan 
a farm of 50 acres or more for every 
1858 people, in 1901 there was A sim. 
liar farm for every 13.45 people. These 
fgures show covclusively that there 
are more farms of 50 acres or more 
per thousand of the rural popalation 
than there wore in 1881. With this the 
case, is it likely that there are moro 
abandoned or untilled farms then 
there were previous to 1878? Ax tor 
the other available evidence, it all 
Govs to show that- the present.day 
farmer knows a prosperity of which 
the farmers of the days prior to pro. 
tection know but little. Ir is reflocied 
in many waye. It Will be found in the 
prices paid the farmer for his pro. 
duce, in the trade returns, in the bank 
re.urns, in the returns of loan xo. 
cicties, ete. In this province sheriffs’ 
saics of farm property have become 
so few in number that the sheriffs 
are burdly able to make a Jiving. It 
is not asserted that this prosperity 
iy alt the result of protection. To a 
considerable extent it comes from im- 
proved methods and developed mar- 
ko:s. But the greater -part of tho 
farmer's produce is consumed at 
home. Actording to the census of 1901, 
the value of Canada’s agricultural 
producte in that year was $353,126. 
381, and of this only $£0,270,797 was 
exported, feaving a balance of $282. 
849,587, or 77 per cent., consumed at

thousands of dollars’ worth of pro 
perty-has been carried down the 
stream. Miles of docks at tho great 
lumber market at Tonawanda hare 
been destroyed, and millions of fect 
of lamber have been carried out into 
the river. 

The damzgo to shipping in Buffalo 
harbor alone is $1,500,000. Five levin- 
thans of the great lakes, torn from 
their thoorings and ren’ arround, tell 
that part of the story.

Luxuries of the British Capltal In An- 

clent Days—The Social Status 
“of the Trader. 


Not a few interesting things come 
out when we study the history of 
mediaeval London. One of them is the 
social status of the trader. The fash- 
ne content t for his business = 

comparatively recent grosvth, n 
muth more than a cantary old. No 
Precise date can be given; but in the 
past of the eighteenth century 
the feeling on the matter was not what 
it became in the nineteenth. 

For hundreds of years -beforp then 
‘connection between the country 
the city, the country gentlefolk 
“the city trader, had been most 
timate. No more striking evidence 
this can be given than the analysis 
the origin of the 203 Lord Mayors 
from Henry Fitz-Aylwin down to the 
year 1633, a period of 210 years. Of 
these 156 were country born. When 
we consider what the mediaeval vil- 
lage was, how limited was the hori- 
zon of all but the lord of the manor 
or a knight here and there, it is not 
difficult to understand  why~ many 
lads of good birth sought the oppor- 
tunities offered by apprenticeship in 
the city. Camden is quoted to show 
that the nobility thought with shame 
of the merchant's career. He himself 
declared “mercentura non derogat no- 
bilitati.””. These same country lads 
supplied the city, as indeed they do 
now, with the necessary [resh blood 
and energy. 

Another important point is the fact 
that London was always great os a 
distributing not as a manufacturing 
centre. And this fect no legislation, 
no system of duties could alter.  Fra- 
ternities of foscign merchants estab- 
lished themselyen in their fortified 
houses and kept their trade jealously

RAILWAY HOLOCAUST. 


Sixteen Bodies Roasted In Wreck of 
Big 4 Flgr—Passenger Train 
Crashes Into Freight. 


Fowler, Ind., Jan. 21.—At least 16 
persons were crushed’ or burned to 
death Saturday in a collision be 
tween a freight train and the Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati, Chicago and §t. 
Louis “Queen City Flyer,’ which left 
Chicago Friday night, Ten persons 
were sefously injured and several 
more slightly hurt. 

The passenger train was running 56 
miles an hour, and consisted of a 
combination conch, three sleeping cars 
and a Big Four priynte -car, occu- 
pied by Mra: C. E. Schaff, wife of the 
vice-president of the railroad. The 
train was destroyed by fire, except the 

rivate car and one sleeping car. 
Seven of the dead havo been identi- 
fied. Eleven of tho victims were burn- 
ed to death in the combinatien coach, 
and only two of these have been 
identified. 

With but one exception, every mem- 
ber of the passenger train crew per- 
ished. None of the passengers in the 
sleepers auffered serious injury. * 

There were many instances of pre- 
sence of mind and rare © heroism 
among the passengers who were’ unin- 
jured. E 

Yesterday afternoon enough freg- 
ments to make eight bodies were re 
covered.

CAR OF POWDER EXPLODES, 


Wrecks Trsin on Big Four and Kills 
: 22 and [tnjuries 35. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Jan, 21.—Twenty- 
two charred and mutilated bodies 
were taken from the smouldering ruins 
of the accommodation passenger train 
on the Cleveland, Cincinnatl,*Chicago 
and §t. Louis (Big Four) Railroad, 
following ita destruction Saturday 
night by the explosion of a carload 
of powder as it passed a freight train 
at Sandforg, Ind., five miles west of 
Terre Hagte. Tho number injured 
will total’at least 35. 

The cause of the disaster has not 
been fully explained. The result was 
terrible. The shock was {clt for 30 
miles, many believing it an earth. 
quake. 

Tho entire train, including the loco- 
motive, was blown from the track, 
the coaches were demolished, the en- 
gine was hurled 60 feet and the pas- 
sengers were either blown to pieces, 
consumed by fire or rescued 'in an in- 
jured condition. 

30 Or 40 Dead. . 

Big Four officials, who yesterday di- 
rectod the cars of the injured, said 
that the death list might reach bo- 
tween 30 and 40. Already 13 dead 
bodies have been identified, and five 
‘unidentified bodies have been taken 
from the wreck. Four other persons 
arc missing and probably dead.

Asks For Thanks for. Americans. 

Shortly after 5 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon the Colonial Oti®% received a 
despatch {rom Governor Swettenham 
asking the Lritish Government tu con- 
vey to the Government of the United 
Btates the thanks of Jamaica for the 
American assistance rendered by Ad- 
miral Davis. 

The telegram contains no mention 
of. the incident involving the depar- 
ture of the American warships, re- 
garding which the British Govern- 
ment is still awaiting direct inforina- 
tion. 

Great Britain's Thanks. 

The despatch hasbeen forwarded to 
the State Department at Washington. 
with tho addition of the thanks of 
the Government of Great Fritain for 
the aid rendered by the American 
admira}, 

Replying to a telegram from the 
British charge d'affaires at Washing- 
ton, reporting that the State Depart- 
ment had enquired whether Great 
Britain desired’ or was willing to ac- 
cept further assistance in money or 
other form of aid’ for the Kingston 
earthquako sufferers, the Foreign Ol- 
fice yesterday replied as follows: 

A Tentative Refusal. 

“The offer of the Amcrican Govern- 
ment to give further nid is gratefully 
appreciated by His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. The Governor of Jamaica has 
not yet reported its requirements 
fully, but now thet the first few days 
are over, it appears likely that there 
will bo no justification for further 
ealls upon the gencrosity of the Unite 
ed States, In the meantime, His Ma- 
jesty's Government has been requested 
by Sir Alexander Swettenham to con- 
vey trike Government of the United 
States cordial thanks for the prompt 
and powerful nszistance which the 
United States navy, under Rear-Ad- 
iniral Davis, rendered to the inhabi- 
tdnts of Kineston in their suffering.” 

Citizens Indignant. - 

Kingston, Jamaica, Jan, °22.-—The 
indignation of the residents of Ja- 
mica, both official and private citi- 
zens, at the action of Governor Swet- 
tenham in demanding the withdrawal 
by Admiral Davis of the retiel forecs 
is spreading and intensifying. Tho 

wernor’s response to Admiral Davis 
etter, is bitterly denounced and it is 
generally declared that the only pos- 
sible reparation is for the Government 
to apologize nnd. recall Governor 
Swettenham. The decpest regret is ex- 
Bressed lest the action of Governor 

wettenham may disturb the entente 
between the United States and Gredt 
Britain. é 

Mnyor Tait upen the departure of 
Admiral Dayis, voiced the sentiments 
of citizens in a letter to the admiral. 

Admiral Davis replied, thanking the 
mayor for his expression of approval 
of the services of his officers and men, 
saying: 

“As a foreign naval officer, I am 
bound to respect the wishes and re- 
quirements of the supreme authority 
of the islnnd,”* ‘ é

but a brilliant, though unknown, offi- 
cer many years ago devised a scheme 
by which all the articles thus found 
are promptly seized by the ship's po- 
lice and placed in the scran bag. 

There they remain until the next 
Thursday afternoon, which is the time 
set aside for men to make and mend 
clothes. The bag is then opened by 
the master-at-arms, and the owners 
may redeem their Jost property. by 
paying a fine of an inch of yellow 
soap for each article. . R

It ia 
gathered In large quantities and pack- 
ed in goatakins, 1¢ was formerly be- 
Moved that the trees which ylelded 
frankincense were infested by winged 
Serpents, and tbe only way to be rid 
ef them and to get at the treasure was 
by burning gum styrax. an odorifer- 
ous balsum of aromatic smell.

RENOVATING THE ABBEY. 


Westminster Abbey Begins to Show 
Effects of Time's Hand. 


Like othera of England's historic 
eathedrala—Westminster and Excter, 
for instance—Westminster Abbey has 
begun to show the effects of the hand 
of time, and the ravages of London's 
atmosphere. 

Repairs upon the Abbey have now 
been begun, under the direction of the 
architects of the Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners, and for several years 
there will ba work going on behind 
unsightly palisades and scaffolding, 
much to the disappointment: of French 
and American yisiturs to London, 

Motor omnibuses are held to be 
partly responsible for inaking repairs 
necessary, and residents in Dean's 
Yard, adjoining the Abbey, are out- 
spoken in their complaints neninst 
the vibration whieh accompartios the 
motor omnibus traffie to Victoria, A 
new fine has recently greatly cur 
mented the number now passing the 
north front of the Alber. 

North Front Oamazed. 

It is to the north front that the 
freatest amourt of damnge hns been 
done. Sealing of the stone has be- 
come general, and spread along the 
entire front, yeriously affecting the 
effigiea of seferal bishops and mar- 
tyra. A few Aays ngo a large section 
of stone fell just alter the passing of 
a motor omnibus. 

A policeman on point duty nearthe 
Abbey front saidythat the jarring is 
plainly felt inside the Abbey. The 
Victorian bound motors are worst, he 
said, and the amount of vibration ap- 
pears to depend upon the manner in 
which they take the curve into Vie 
torin street. 

The architects admit that in every 
ease where apprecinble portions of 
stone have fallen flews have been 
discoveated, due to the encroachments 
of time and weather. 

$100,000 For Repairs. 

Lack of tneans has delayed the work 
of renovation during recent years, 
but. as.there-is— now available. some 
£20,000 a year, the north front tk to 
be refaced, practically in entirety.

There wege nothing like 600 prisoners 
in the itentiary, nor was there 
at any time the slightest danger of any 
riot or outbreak among them, I talked 
with a number of them, and there 
was not the slichtest bad behaviour. 
They were all quiet and well conduct- 
ed, and their guards never had the 
slightest trouble with them at any 
time during the earthquake or after- 
wards. There were six of them killed 
in the earthquake. 

“All the people behaved well, ex- 
coptionally well, on the whole.”

In 1886 he was invited to enter the 
newly-organizing Laurier Cabinet, in 
which he accepted portfolio’ of Rail- 
ways and Canals, gnd iran returned 
as srember for Queen’s-Sadbury, ‘In 
1900 defeated Hon. G. &. Foster in 
8t. John/N. B. 

He resigned from the Government 
July 6, 1903, owing to difference of 
opinion over the policy of construct. 
ing the G. T. PB. Railway. 

In 1904 he waa appointed chairman 
of the Railway Commission for Can- 
ada, 

A few months later resigned, pre- 
vious to the general election of No 
vember, 1904. 

In 1905 accepted the position of 
managing director of the Toronto Rol- 
ler Bearing Co, 

Resigned to become connected with 
the legal department of the C. P. R. 

His re-entry into politics had been 
eu. spoken’ of within the past few 
Weeks. 


His Chief Legislature Work. 

Mr. Blair's chiet legislative work 
was tho: Railway Act of Canada, 
creating a co! ion for the control 
of the railways of the’ country. In: 
guiding it through Parliament ex- 
hibited a knowledge of railways, rail- 
way Inw and railway operation that 
showed him'to have greater fot) 
mind than had been conceded. by’ or- 
dinary observers and raised him >in 
the estimation of Parliament arid the 
country. By common consent also he 
was designated as the proper person 
to take the chief position on the com- 
mission his bill provided for, and his 
successor, Mr, Justice Killam, told 
the Canadian Club at Ottawa the 
great value of his work in this re- 
spect, in'these words: 

“There is one thing more I ought to 
mG 1 think thia country owes a deep_ 
debt of gratitude to the first chief 
commissioner of the board of railwa 
commmiasioncra, the Hon. Mr. Blair. 
Mr. Blair is a very able lawyer; he 
had much experience as Minister of 
Railways, and as the head of the rail- 
way comnyttce of the Privy Council 
he took great part in drawing up the 
Railway Act under which. we .aro 
working at present, and in order to 
framo it he must have enquired fully 
into the different systems in vogue 
elsewhere, Mr. Blair went to the board 
of railway commissioners with a largo 
amount of knowledge; more than any 
other man could have had in under 
taking such work. He did great work 
in establishing the Canadian railway 
commission; he established it upon 
broad lines, I very much regret, and 
I think the country should -regret, 
that he saw fit td retire so soon from 
the work of'the board. 

. “I can only say-that it appears to 
me, from my, experiencessince I have 
been with the board, that any defocta 
‘in the system, or in. the organization 
of that board, are almost if not wholly 
in regard to matters as to which Mr. 
Blair's ideas were disregarded and 
overruled, rather than as to those 
matters with regard to which his 
ideas were catried out.” 

Greatest New Brunswicker, 

St. John, Jan. 26.—Asked last night 
in reference to Mr. Blair's death, Hon. 
If. A. McKeown said: “A strong man 
has-been called away ‘While it was 
believed years of usefulness yet re 
mained. Andrew G. Blair was the 
greatest living Now Brunswicker, and 
for a quarter’of a century the gaze of

MUTUAL FAILS IN SUIT. 


Held Former Manager Not Liable for 
Transfer of Policies, ‘ 
London, Jan, ..31.—Justice; Sir 
Charles Swinfen Eady yesterday pro- 
nounced ju nt in favor of D. C. 
Haldeman, former London manager 
of the Mutual Life Insurance Co. of 
New York and the North British &

limitations to his mental an@ spiritual 
faculties. It is a wise man who ‘is 
willing to confess that there are cer- 
tain things he does not know and nev- 
et will be able to kifow this side of 
heaven. When you and I come to that 
glorious condition of mind and soul, 
we shall m our minds and hearts 
to the full enjoyment of the gospel 
life. And, my brother, I never want 
you to sit at the feet of any religious 
teacher unleas he is firat willing to 
confces that in his gospel investiga- 
tions there are certain mysterics ro 
high that he can never Ahem, 80 
deep that he can never fathom them, 
so wide that he can never cross them. 

We come to’our pastors and friends 
and ask just the same kind of foolish 
questions that the disciples’ asked 
Christ of old.

Or we be- 
gin-to-try to solve the resurrection of 
the physical body, or we go into a 
long and elaborate study of where 
Christ spent his tine between the 
crucifixion and the redurrection, or we 
try to solye the mystery of the Trin- 
ity, And instead of going ahead in a 
brave, noble Christian way, doing the 
work which God gives us to do and 
accepting the atonement of the cross, 
we fritter away our gospel peace and 
useluinesa by asking impossible qués- 
tions and in trying to solve impossible 
mysteries.
